BLOUNT UN «COMMITTEE. 

It is generally agreed that Mr. Blount has 
proven himself the livest man of the house 
committee on fereign relations. Shipherd 
had been enjoymy full swing and perplexing 
his examimers, until he fell into the hands of 
the Georgia congressman. Then he was 
forced directly tothe core of the question, and 
then, for the dirst time, he lost his temper.

THE PROPOSED COMMOX SCHOOL FUND. 

W/asnincTon, May 11.—In the house Mr. 
Styerwin, of Illinois, from the committee on 
education and labor, reported a bill to aid in 
the support of common sbhools. Printed and 
‘ireconimitted. It provides that for the next 
‘@ve years there shall be annually appropriated 
the sum of $1,000,000 to aid in the support of 
free common schools, which amount shall be 
known as the common school fund, and 
which shall be apportioned to the several 
states and territories according to the number 
of their illiterate population ever ten years 
ofage. An amount, not exceeding 5 per cent 
of the sum apportioned, may be used for the 
education of teachers in the public schools. 

THE GENEVA AWARD BILL. 

The house then resumed consideration of 
the Geneva award bill. After along debate 
the previous question was ordered on the bill, 
but without further action the matter went 
over. 

SIGNAL SERVICE EXPENDITURES. 

The speaker laid before the house a com- 
munication from the secretary of war in re- 
sponse to a house resolution calling for infor- 
mation as to the expenditures. of 
the signal service. Referred. The 
expenditure are as follows: 1875, $455,286; 1876 
$440,678; 1877, $424,702; 1878, 495.640; 
1879, $504,902; 1880, $539,131; 1881, 
$593,844. The expenditures previously 
reported, the secretary states to have been 
erroneous. Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, 
introduced a bill providing fora coaling dock 
and naval sterenouse at Pert Royal, South 
Carolina. Referred. The house adjourned.

CHURCH COUNCILS. — 


BAPTIST AND METHODIST LEGIS~’ 
LATION.. 


Some Interesting Facts Concerning the Baptist Con- 
vention Now Assembied in Greenville—Y ester- 
Gay’s Proceedings—The Methodist Con- 
ference in Session in Nashville. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 
GREENVILLE, May 11.—At the meeting Tues- 
day night, conducted by Pastor Strickland, 
talks, earnest and tender, were made by Rev. 
Dr. ‘Thomas, of Richmond college, former 
pastor of the church; Rev. Dr. Manly, of the 
Southern Baptist theological seminary; Rev.’ 
Mr. Dixon, of North Carolina; and Rev. Dr. 
J. W. M. Williams, of Baltimore. Two per- 
sons were received for baptism. The meeting 
was a very tender one throughout, and was an 
earnest of a fine spirit for the deliberative ses- 
sions to follow. 
ASSEMBLING OF THE CONVENTION, 

The president, our own Dr. P. H. Mell, of 
whom Georgia is justly proud as chancellor of 
her university, and as the most distinguished | 
parliamentarian in America, called the con- 
vention to order Wednesday morning at 10 
o'clock. The whole congregation joined in 
singing “Jesus Lover of My Soul,” and the 
president read the 24th Psalm, and Dr. Greg- 
ory, of Illinois, lead in prayer. Then fol- 
lowed the usual delay in obtaining the names 
of the delegates. 

EXCHANGE OF VIEWS, 

While the tellers were counting the votes 
the convention joined in devotional exercises, 
lead by Rev. B. Mauly, D. D., of Kentucky. 
Remarks were made by Rev. G. R. McCall, 
Georgia; Rey. Mr. Cater, of North Carolina, 
who spoke tenderly of our departed brother, 
Rey. Dr. Brantly, and the tears gathering in 
many eyes testified of how beloved he_ was; 
by Rev. Dr. Crane, Texas; Judge D. A. Vason, 
Georgia, and Rey. J. M. Frost, Virginia. This 
last speaker spoke as a young man about our 
departed and venerated fathers. and the older 
brethren who yet linger with us. Dr. Manly 
then said that he wanted to know how many 
fathers who were present at the organization 
of the southern Baptist convention in Au- 
gusta, Ga., in 1845, and six only arose. They 
were Dr. P. H. Mell, Ga.; T. P. Smith, S. C.; 
Rey. J. L. Barrows, Va., Dr. W. H. McIntosh, 
Aia.; . Rev. E. R. Carswell, Gr., 
Ga., and Mahoney. Dr. Bur- 
rows then spoke to the convention. He found 
it hard to think of himself as an old man, 
since he had been a young man so long, but 
he said, with peculiar eloquence “But I | 
reckon I must.’””’ He spoke humorously of

RESOLUTIONS INTRODUCED. | 
A. D. Cohen, of North Carolina, introduced 


a resolution looking to missionary operations 


among the Jews in this.and other countries 
and the appointment of proper men for the 
prosecution of this special work. The reso- 
jution was referred to special committee of 
five of the committee on the extension of for- 
eign missionary work. 

A resolution by Joshua Levering, of Mary- 
land, was adopted providing for a committee 
from each state represented in the conventien, 
to consider the present condition of the board 
of home missions, and to recommend such 
measures as may be deemed necessary for the 
enlargement of the work. 

A NEW TRANSLATION OF THE BIBLE. 

Rey. G. A. Nunnally, of Georgia, intro- 
duced a resolution providing for the appoint- 
mentof a committee toconfer with other 
Baptists with the sole purpose of combining 
and co-operating for the production of anew 
translation of the Bibie, and giving to the 
nations of the earth in their respective lan- 
guages the pure word of God. The resolu- 
tion declares that this action is not intended 
to interfere nor tocommit this body in its 
sympathy or support to missionary or publi- 
cation work of any other Baptist organization 
now in existence. The resolution was adopted. 

WORDS FROM CHINA. 

A dispatch was received from Rev. M. C. 
Yates, missionary of the Southern Baptist 
church at Shanghai, China, containing the 
words ‘‘Psalm 46.’? The psalm was read by 
Mr. Tupple, the secretary of the board of 
foreign missions, and the president answered 
by telegraphing the words, ‘‘Psalm 103.’’ 

A VISITOR'S VIEWS, 

Rev. J. M. Gregory, D. D., of Illinois, agent 
of the American Baptist home nmiissionary 
society, who has been travelling for some 
weeks :nspecting the condition of the schools 
for the freedmen under the auspices of this 
society, made an address gi ving am encourag- 
ing account of his observations, ane referring 
at length and with eloquence to the struggle 
through which christianity is now passing. 
The schools for the freedmen established by 
the American Baptist society are ail prosper- 
ing, and many young colored men are being 
trained for the active duties of the ministry. 

HEARING REPORTS. 

The afternoon session was consumed in 
hearing the reports of the vice-presidents of 
the board on home and foreign missions. 
The reports show an increasing interest in 
missionary operations in nearly all the south- 
ern states.

THE COUPON KILLER 


Brought Hefore the Supreme Court of the United 
States by a Writ of Krror. 

RicuMonDd, May 11.—Chief-Justice Waite 
this morning granted a writ of error from the 
supreme court of the United States to the 
court of appeals in the case of Antonio vs. 
Greenham, city treasurer of Richmond, the 
test case recently decided by the Vir- 
ginia court of appeals in 
which, by an equally” divided court, 
the new act known as the ‘coupon killer 
number one.’’ was sustained, and a mandamus 
requiring said city treasurer to receive the 
coupons for taxes was refused. . All the judges 
of the Virginia court united in a certificate to 
the supreme court that the interest and wel- 
fare of the people of Virginia imperatively 
demand an eariy decision in the case. 

THE EDITORS SET FREE. 

New Orveans May 11.—The supreme court 
has nullified the order of District Judge 
Monroe in committing to prison for ten days 
the publishers of the Mascotte. Thesupreme 
court holds the incarceration to be in viola- 
tion of the bill of rights in the state constitu- 
tion. Seven days of the sentence had aiready 
been served. A suit for false imprisonment 
is threatened. 


THE DRY GOODS WAR. 


Sparring with the Authorities—An Appeal te a Higher 
Court- 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Grirrin, May 11.—The dry goods war be- 
tween the merchants and the two representa- 
tives of one of the livest firms in Atlanta, 1s 
still progressing, and from the present outlook 
the adventurers in-the new departure seem 
to have the longest pole. The city court de- 
cided that the two itinerants came under the 
head of ordinary peddlers of merchandise, 
and by authority of the city code would only 
impose a fine of ten dollars and costs upon 
each, which was responded to in the 
shape of an appeal, upon the ground that 
they had already secured a license‘from the 
city clerk to do business in the city, and were 
not responsible for the errors committed by 
any of the city officials. Not to be outdone, or 
wishing to outride the law in the least, the 
young men have rented a store room, and will 
open up aregular branch house here in first- 
class style. This, perhaps, is as it should be, 
and it also shows up the pluck and energy of 
the Atlanta firi.

On the general work of 
the board. 8. On treasurer's report. lt will 
be seen from this list of committees that this 
board is the medium through which mission 
work is done in all the southern states, and 
special emphasis is given to the west, New 
Orleans, the Indians and the Chinese in Cali- 
fornia. This latter work has grown upon the 
hands of the board, and is blessed with con- 
stautly increasing success. 

The convention sermon was preached at 
this evening’s session by Rev. T. T. Eaton. 
D.D., of Walnut Street church, Louisville. 

“I 
would thou wert cold or hot.’’ The preacher 
introduced his subject by showing that the 
state of things under the early Roman em pe- 
rors When the text was given was very simi- 
lar to yhat we find in the thought of to-day.

A POLITICAL TURN. 

In the debate in yesterday’s session, on the 
request from the Presbyterian assembly to 
join in a petition to congress regarding Sab- 
bath observance, Dr. Prettyman, ot Baltimore, 
said that the southern Methodist church had 
always refused to take action in civil affairs— 
leaving that matter alone to the members as 
citizens to do what good they could without 
the church actisn. The church had never 
taken any action which would bring a conflict 
between the church and the civil authorities. 
The adoption of the report of the committee 
would bea departing from the time-revered 
custom in this regard, and he therefore moved 
that the report be laid temporarily upon the 
table. 

Dr. McAnnally, of St. Louis, seconded the 
motion of Dr. Prettyman, and doing so, start- 
ed tospeak upon it, when he was called to 
order by Dr. Peterson, of Virginia, who raised 
the point of order that a question to table 
was not debatable.

CONCLUSIVE EVIDENCE 


THAT THE MALLEYS MURDERED 
JENNIE CRAMER. 


Witness After Witness Identify the Malleys and 
Bienche Vougiass as Having Jeunie Cramer in 
Yharze on the Evening of the Fatal 
Day—An Almost Perfect Case. 


New Havex, May 11.—In the trial to-day 
the two Malleys sat opposite Miss Douglass. 
Walter sat with crossed legs, and taking notes 
on aquire of foolscap. At one time he amused 
himself by copying from memory one of the 
notes he wrote to Jennie Cramer over Miss 
Douglass’ signature. Anon he made sketches 
of persons in the court room, and passed them 
to James: Miss Douglass was repeatedly iden- 
tified by witnesses who were positive that 
they saw her with Miss Cramer after her final 
departure’ from her brother’s house. She 
seemed undisturbed by these identifications. 
She resolutely faced the mother and Mrs Mil- 
les, who were the first to identify her, but her 
glances were wandering over the court room 
when she was pointed out to-day. The weath- 
er was warm, yet during the morning she 
wore her furtrimmed jacket. This afternoon 
a little woman, neatly dressed, took a seat at 
her side and talked with her. It was the sec- 


ond sign of sympathy from her own sex that 
Miss Douglass has received since the trial 
began. 

‘‘No! MURDER, NO!”’ 

Mrs. Minnie Klippstein, wife of a German 
barber in business opposite the Elliott house, 
resumed the stand. She identified Walter 
Malley, and partly identified Blanche Doug- 
lass, as the parties who got into a carriage at 
the ladies’ entrance of the Elliott house on 
the day before the body was found. She was 
satisfied that from her window across the 
street she saw Jennie Cramer with Blanche 
in the latter’s roo.a in the Elliott house, both 
before and after Jennie abandoned her home. 
She first saw Jennie Cramer at Bianche 
Douglass's window on Wednesday aiternoon, 
August 3d, about ten minutes to six. She 
knew it was Wednesday, because she was 
mending stockings that afternoon, and she 
knew it was about ten minutes to six because 
Jennie seemed to be watching the men com- 
ing home from their work. She saw Jennie 
at the same place between two and three 
o’clock on Thursday afternoon, August 4th 
(two orthree hours after the girl left her 
mother’s home for the last time). She fixed 
the day because her husband’s birthday came 
on Saturday, and on Friday she bought a pair 
of slippers for him as. a birthday gift. On 
Thursday evening she was thinking what she 
would buy him. 

@. Yousay you saw Walter and Miss Doug- 
lass drive from the Eliott house on Friday 
evening, August 5th (the body was found on 
the following morning)? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Which way did they drive? A.-Down 
Chapel street. 

Q. When did you first see Miss Douglass 
after that? A. Not until I saw her in this 
court-room., 

Q. You recognized her, you say, at these 
times? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Were you acquainted with her? A. 
(Quickly) No—murder, no! 

(Blanche flushed, and looked appealingly at 
the ladies in the box.) 

MARKED BY MATTOON, 

Samuel J Mattoon testified that in August 
jast he was a clerk in Sperry’s drug store, at 
the intersection of Olive and Chapel streets, 
under the Elliott house, New aven. “I 
knew Jennie Cramer,” he said. ‘‘I last 
saw her about seven o’clock on Thursday 
afternoon, August 4th.’’ (Seven hours after 
she left home for the last time.) ‘That lady 
was with her,’’ pointing to Miss Douglass,who 
did notturn hereyes toward him. ‘They 
came in and asked for soda water. They said 
they wished to wait a few minutes, and I gave 
them chairs. They remained between five and 
ten minutes, and then went over to the 
opposite corner and stood there. Afterthat I 
lost sight of them. Messrs. Sperry and Hub- 
bard stood on the front step as they went out. 
I noticed a mole on Jennie’s neck, about here 
(pointing to his upper shirt-stud.) Miss 
Douglass was inthe store on the previous 
Saturday with that gentleman (pointing vo 
Mr. Walter Malley, .who was tapping his 
quire of foolscap with his gold-mounted 
fountain-pen.) The next timeI saw Miss 
Douglass was at Sheriff Peck’s, when: the 
coroner’s jury was in session. I there recog- 
nized her as the same person chat I saw on 
the Saturday and Thursday before men- 
tioned,”’ 

A FALSEHOOD DETECTED. 

Patrick Early, a bell-boy at the Elliott 
House, testified that in August last, Miss 
Douglass buarded at the Elliott House. She 
came there on July 30th. ‘‘I recollect of go- 
ing to her room with Mrs. Cramer,’’ he said, 
‘to look for Jennie. She came there on 
Thursday, August 4th, about 40’clock. (Mrs. 
Cranier said that it was between five and a 
half and six o’clock when she got there.) I 
think Mrs. Cramer came in by the office door. 
I told her that Jennie and Miss Douglass had 
gone outabout two hours before (the father 
had called about two and was told that Jen- 
nie was not there). I know that the girls 
went out after I had my dinner, and I ttsn- 
ally had dinner about two o’clock. As Mrs. 
Cramer did not seem to believe what I said, I 
went up stairs with her to Miss Douglass’s 
room. I knocked on the door, but she was 
uot there.’’ 

DRINKING SODA WATER. 

Mr. John B. Hubbell was the next wit- 
ness. ‘I knew Jennie Cramer by sight,’ he 
said. ‘‘I last saw her on Tuesday afternoon, 
August 4th. It was between 6:30 and 7 
o'clock. She was in Academy street when I 
first saw her, walking toward Chapel street 
with that lady [identifying Miss Douglass, who 
did not deign to glance at him}. They come 
down Academy street and walked up Chapel 
street. They crossed over Olive street and 
went into Sperry’s drug store, I was stand- 
ing in the dourway talking to Mr. Sperry 
when they entered. I was walkingalong on 
the opposite side of the street, and I got to 
the swre before they did. In the store I 
saw them drink soda water. It was about 
twenty minutes to seven when they entered 
the store.”’ 

STEAK AND MUSHROOMS. 

Mr. Charles Rawiings, superintendent of 
Radcliff's restaurant, was the last witness 
called. “I know Walter Malley and Miss 
Douglass and Jennie Cramer by sight” he 
said. “{ saw Jennie two or three times.

THE RAILROADS. 


Spartanburg and Rutherford—The Jefferson Line. 
From the Carolina Spartan. 


Last Friday there was an informal meeting 
of some citizens of this place, and two dele- 
gates from Rutherford to consider the pros- 
po of this proposed road. Judge G. W. 

zogan and Sheriff Walker were sent down 
from Rutherford to ascertain whether Spartan- 
burg was in earnest about this enterprise or 
not. Ina very clear manner the judge made 
his statement and asked certain questions. 
Mayor Thomson being in the chair invited a 
free expression of opinion from all persons 
present. The inclination of all was towards a 
narrow guage roadon account of the cost of 
building. Our citizens expressed themselves 
as decidedly in favor of the road. The money 
has already been subscribed for a preliminary 
survey, and this work will be done as soon as 
it is deemed practicable. Rutherford needs a 
road, and needs it badly, and one thing is 
certain, the people of that county will secure 
an outlet ene of these days in some direction, 
Spartanburg is the point they should tap. It 
is a matter of vital interest to our town and 
to the upper portion of the county, that this 
road be bnilt. The following resolutions were 
unanimously carried: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting that 
the county and city of Spartanburg will vote $50,- 
000 for the construction of a& Darrow gauge railroad 
to Rutherford C. H. 

tesulved, That we pledg: ourselves to submit to 
the voters of the city and county of Spartanburg at 
as early a day as p.acticable to subscribe the sum 
of $50,000 to said road. 

This action shows that our people are in 
earnest, and that when the favorable time for 
action comes they will move soas to secure 
this road. 

It is in place to state that the people of 
Georgetown desire a road from their place to 
Lane’s on the Northeastern road, a distance of 
thirty-six miles. Geo. W. Earle, the engineer, 
hes made out his estimate for this road, in- 
cluding evervthing necessary for its outfit, 
and he makes it $10,600 per mile. This is for 
a broad track, heavy steel rails, two costly en- 
gines, and a large number of coaches, flats and 
box cars, 

If this company be organized, and they go 
to work as did the directors of the Greenwood 
and Augusta road, the grading can be done at 
lightexpense. Economy and good manage- 
ment will give us the road fully equipped for 
less than $8,060 a mile. 

Judge Logan stated that the road from 
Johnsonville, on the E. T. & VY. road, had 
been completed to Cranberry iron works, and 
that a corps of surveyors has begun to run the 
line from that point to Marion C. H. It will 
be remembered that Greenwood, Laurens, 
Sparianbu.g, Rutherford, Marion and the 
Cranberry iron works are allinaline. This 
road, when completed, will be one of the 
most valuable feeders Spartanburg can have.

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION IN THE 
ROUNTREE CASE. 


A Difference in the Pistols Leads to & Search for the 
Bal), and the Ball Found Indicates That the 
Viotim’s Brother Fired the Fatal shot— 

An Interview with the Solicitor. 


From the Athens Watchman. 

A reporter of the Banner-Watchman yes- 
terday had an interview with Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Mitchell touching the death of Walter 
Rountree, mention of which was made in the 
columns of this journal yesterday morning, 
and the report that said shot was fired by 
Bartow Rountree, and in substance gaye the 
following account of the affair: 

THE DIFFERENCE IN THE BALLS. 

“At the time this difficulty occurred I was 
absent at Banks court. The coroner’s jury 
ascertained that the caliber of pistols used 
was the same, and the ball was not obtained, 
supposing that it would not aid in determin- 
ing who fired the fatal shot. After reaching 
home and beginning investigation of the case, 
it was found that while the caliber was the 


Same, there wasadecided difference in the 
two balls, the one used by Frank Johnson was 
a rim-fire cartridge, and that used by Bartow 
Rountree was,a center-fire cartridge.’ The dif- 
ference in the balls is, the rim-tire cartridge 
has three rings around itand the base of 
the ball is solid; whereas, the certer-fire 
has a concave ball with one ring around 
the ball, so you see it was a‘ very easy matter 
to tell who fired {the fatal shot. During the 
investigation of the case I ascertained that 
the line of defense would bethat Frank John- 
son did not fire the fatal shot,a nd as I knew 
that the difference in the balls would give a 
quietus to this question if produced in court, 
{ consulted with my assistant counsel, Colo- 
nel Pope Barrow, and he agreed with me that 
it was the duty of state’s counsel to produce 
the ball. Tothis end, with the sanction of 
Ordinary Jackson, Drs. Benedict and Camp- 
bell were furnished with letters to Mr. Daniel 
Rountree, brother of the deceased, and sent to 
Quitman last Wednesday for the purpose of 
making a ve mortem examination and find- 
ing the ball. 
THE BALL FOUND. 

‘The examination was made Friday night 
by consent of the family. The ball was found 
lodged in the spinal column, with spinal cord 
compietely severed, and was evidently fired 
by a center-fire, 32 caliber pistol. Since the 
return of the gentlemen with the ball thor- 
ough experiments have been made. A car- 
tridge containing a ball, exactly like the one 
producing the death of Mr. Rountree, was 
tried on the pistol used by Frank Johnson 
and would not enter the cylinder, the shell 
being somewhat larger than the rim-fire shell. 
In the pistol used by Frank Johnson were 
three cartridges, which had been snapped, but 
not fired. Oneof these cartridges was taken 
from the pistol, the ball taken out, and it 
proved to be solid base as the rim-fire before 
described, and altogether unlike the ball 
taken from Johnson’s pistol. The one pro- 
duced by the doctors were weighed on drug- 
gist’s scales by Dr. Benedict, and a difference 
of about ten grains in weight was found. 

‘ WHAT THE EVIDENCE DEMONSTRATES, 
‘‘Taking all these facts into consideration. 
together with some additional evidence ob- 
tained within the last few days, that a rim- 
fire pistol will not explode a center-fire car- 
tridge, and vice versa, and other facts ascer- 
tained regarding the rencountre itself, that 
while Johnson and Echols were the originators 
of the difficulty and the cause of Mr. Roun- 
trec’s death, the evidence demonstrates that 
the fatal shot could not have been fired by 
Frank Johnson, and therefore he cannot, un- 
der the law, be guilty of murder, but both of 
the defendants, in my judgment, are clearly 
guilty of an assault with intent to murder, 
and an indictment for that offense was return- 
ed by the grand jury yesterday. The case 
against them will be called for trial next 
week,” 

THE STATEMENT CORROBORATED. 
Drs. Benedict and Campbell were also inter- 
viewed and corroborated thestatements given 
above. The above statement of Solicitor- 
General Mitchell, will, nodoubt, be read with 
interest by all lovers of law and justice, and 
we will only add that the only object had in 
view by the solicitor, his associate counsel, 
and the friends of the prosecution was to as- 
certain the whole truth in the matter. So- 
licitor-General Mitchell also stated, that if he 
had been in the city at the time, he would 
have produced the ball before the coroner’s 
jury. 
THE TRIAL. 
Counsel for the colored prisoners, Frank 
Johnson and Enoch Echols, applied to the 
court to bail their clients, asthe true bill 
for murder was quashed, and they were only 
indicted for ap assault with intent to murder. 
The judge passed an order to allow bailon a 
$3,000 bond being given. The trial, will take 
place on Monday,

Lynch 
law is never justifiable because it is always 
liable to be unjust, while the law of the land, 
if properly sustained by public sentiment, 
will always prove equal to every emergency. 


SHUTTING THEIR GATES, 

We accept without discussion the policy of 
the three or four towns that have quarantined 
against Atianta. It seems a little hard that 
outside towns should shut their gates against 
a city, however, from which not one man, wo- 


man or child has been sent for safety. If, 


there was the slightest danger of an epidemic 
of small-pox the fathers and husbands of At- 
lanta—some of them at least—would send 
their families out of the city. Not one has 
done so, for the simple reason that there is 
not the slightest danger to the bulk of our 
population. The small-pox is confined to a 
nest of vagrant negroes and a scattering white 
here and there, and there is no possibility of 
its spreading. 

These towns, however, that have quaran- 
tined against Atlanta, because of a few scat- 
tering cases of negroes who have the small- 
pox, may prepare to keep them shut for a long 
time. They might as well quarantine against 
New York, which has had 806 cases in three 
months, or against Cincinnati that has had 
more deaths from small-pox in one week than 
Rome and 
Gainesville, after full discussion of the mat- 
ter, declined to quurantine, and we predict 
they incur no danger from the refusal. 
Whatever may be done, however, the gates of 
Atlanta will be open to any citizen of Geor- 
gia, whenever he wants to come to see us. In 
the meantime there is not the slightest ex- 
citement in the city. Our schools, revivals, 
picnics, parties and social gatherings are un- 
disturbed, and the man who thought of let- 
ting the small-pox stand in the way of even 
a day’s enjoyment, would be laughed at for 
his pains. 
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THE COLORED PEOPLE. 

A colored man, who signs himself R. H. 
Carter, sends us a letter in which he reviews 
the attitude of Tue Constirutio1. toward the 
negroes as citizens and asa race. He says 
that there was a period when this journal 
Seemed desirous of treating the negroes fairly, 

but he fears, in view of our comments on the 

Bountree killing at Athens, that we are about 
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probably in our correspondent. Certainly 
there has been none on the part of Tue Con- 
STITUTION. The law knows no color, and we 
believe that law-breakers should be pun- 
ished “whether they are white or black. 
A white man who murders a_ne- 
gro ought to be -hanged, and a negro who 
murders a white man ought to be hanged. 
When two white boys follow up two negro 
boys with the avowed purposaof having a 
row and the killing of one of the negroes is 
the result, Tue Constrrution will denounce 
the affair just as it denounced the killing of 
Rountree. 

Instead of complaining at the impartiality 
of Tue Constitution, which proposes to be- 
friend the race and at the same time tell 
them the truth, the negroes should meet to- 
gether and denounce the incendiary language 
of a paper which, as matters stand, may be 
supposed to be their organ. When the news 
of the killing of Rountree reached Atlanta, 
and when everybody supposed that he had 
been murdered by Johnston, the Defiance ap- 
plauded the act and congratulated Johnson 
on his bravery. 

One of the mysteries of the situation is that 
the thoughtful intelligent representatives of 
the race do not aid in the efforts which have 
been made to allay the prejudices that may 
exist on the part of both races. Another mys- 
tery is that they should allow themselves to 
be represented by a person who declares that 
bravery on the part of. a negro consists in 
killing a white man. That such a sentiment 
can be uttered ina negro paper without pro- 
test from the real representatives of the race 
is a bad sign—a very bad sign. 


THE CONSTITUTION AND THE SMALL-POX 

We had hoped it would not be necessary for 
Tue Constitution to reiterate the statement 
that we had printed the whole truth as to the 
small-pox in this city. 

Since doubt continues to be thrown on our 
assertion and the most absurd rumors are put 
afloat as to the condition of things here, we 
repeat,what we have algeady said, that Tne 
ConsTiTcTiIon has from first to last published 
the name of every person, white or black.who 
has had the small-pox or anything like it in 
this city. Wehave not omitted one single 
name, suppressed one single circumstance or 
withheld one element of the truth. And to 
the truth of this assertion the managers of 
THE Constitution pledge their honor as men 
and journalists. Dr. Baird, of the board of 
health,who has been in charge of the records, 
certifies to the same thing; so does Dr. Mar- 
tin, chief inspector, whose watchfulness has 
been constant. 

In the fullest terms we defy any person, at 
home of abroad, to produce even reasonable 
suggestion of a case that has not been reported 
in our columns. If anyone will give us a 
clue to any case that we have not reported, 
we will publish what they write, follow out 
their clue, and give the result of our search 
in these columns. The fact is there has not 
been a single supposed case, nor incident. 
In accordance with our oft-declared idea of 
the duty of a public journal, we have printed 
the whole truth from the first case to the 
last, and the man who asserts differently 
utters a falsehood, either through ignorance 
or malice. 

Now, let us compare the truth with the 
absurd rumors of 400 cases in all and 100 
cases in one day, and so on. There have been, 
up tothis writing, less than sixty cases of 
small-pox or varioloid in Atlanta, during the 
two months over which the record is spread. 
There have been less then a half dozen 
white cases, and these were persons who re- 
fused to be vaccinated. There are now thir- 
teen physicians under pay of the city devoting 
their whole time to free vaccination, and go- 
ing from house to house. Under these cir- 
cumstances there has been no temptation to 
suppress the truth. The real situation was so 
much better than the rumors, and so little 
of real danger in it, that we need nothing but 
to get the truth before the public. There is 
no alarm in the city—of the 50,000 inhabi- 
tants not one man, woman or child has left 
the city for safety, and none think of leaving. 
In other words, there’s more excitement out- 
side of Atlanta than in it, by a hundred times. 


A NEW DEPARTMENT, 
The house has passed with only seven dis- 
senting votes the bill to change the argicultu- 
ral bureau that Dr. Loring has charze of into 
an executive department. The course of the 
debate and the votes in the house show that 
this is one of those bills that everybody who 
has political ambition prefers to support; and 
there are, therefore, no grounds for expecting 
its rejection in the senate. 
We have the bill before us. It provides 
that the new secretary shall organize four 
bureaus, namely: 
First. The bureau of agricultural products 
which shall include divisions of botany, ento- 
mology and chemistry, and the chief of which 
bureau, whoshall be a practical agriculturist, 
shall investigate the modes of farming in the 
several states and territories, and shall report 
such practical information as shall tend to 
increasé the profits of the farmer respecting 
the varions methods; the crops most profit- 
able in the several sections; the preferable 
varieties of seeds, vines, plants and fruits; 
fertilizers; implements; buildings, and sim- 
ilar matters. 
Second. The bureau of animal industry, to 
be in charge of a competent veterinary sur- 
geon, who shall investigate and report upon 
the number, value and condition of the do- 
mestic animals of the United States; their 
protection, growth and use; the causes, pre- 
vention or cure of contagious, communicable 
or other diseases; and the kinds, races or 
breeds best adapted to the several sections for 
profitable raising. 

Third. The bureau of lands, the chief of 
which shall investigate and report upon the 
resources or capabilities of the public or other 
lands for farming, steck raising, timber, man- 
ufacturing, niining, or other industrial uses. 
And all powers and duties vested in the com- 
mission now known as the geological survey, 
together with all clerks, employes, and 
agents, and all instruments, records, books, 
papers, and so forth, are to be-transferred to 
the department of agriculture. And the sec- 
retary may, through this bureau, institute | 
such investigations and collect such informa- 
tion, facts, and statistics relative to the mines 
and mining of the United States as may ve 
deemed of value and importance. 

Fourth. The bureau of statistics, the chie 


of which shall collect and report the agricul- 
tural statistics of the United States; and, in 
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addition, all important information or st&tis- 
tics relating to industrial education and 
agricultural colleges; to labor and wages in 
this and other countries; to markets and 
prices; to modes and cost of transporting 
agricultural products and live stock to their 
market; to the demand, supply and prices in 
foreign markets; to the location, num- 
ber and products of manufacturing estab- 
lishments of whatever sort, the sources ot 
raw material, methods, markets and prices; 
to such commercial or other conditions as 
may affect the market value of farm products 
or the interests of the industrial classes of 
the United States. And the secretary is ap- 
thorized to establish such divisions in this 
bureau, and to make such monthly or other 
reports, as he shall deem most effective for 
the prompt dissemination of such reliabie in- 
formation respecting crops and domestic and 


farmers or other industrialists of the United 
States. 

The bill was reported and pushed through 
by Representative Anderson of Kansas, who 
by the way is not a practical farmer. He 
was, however, for six years president of ihe 
Kansas agricultural college; and has carefully 
studied agricultural matters. Most of the 
speeches in favor of the bill were delivered by 
lawyers; but this fact serves to show that the 
bill will encounter very little opposition in 
the senate, and that Mr, Arthur will soon be 
called upon to nominate an additional cabinet 
officer. 


NAST AND THE GREELEYS. 

An exchange, alluding to the recent death 
of Mrs. Ida Greeley Smith, the eldest daugh: 
ter of Horace Greeley, after paying a high 
tribute to her physical and mental endow- 
ments—to her domestic accomplishments, as 
well as to her social culture—says that the 
caricatures aimed at her father by a partisan 
press wounded her sorely. This, of course, 
isan allusion tothe work of Thomas Nast, 
who has for years been employed at a high 
salary to slander honest peopie. The merit 
of these pictorial slanders lay, not in the art 
with which they were presented, for their art 
is that ofa tyro, butin a certain elemental 
and ingrained coarseness defying reason and 
refinement and trenching largely upon 
the domain of vulgarity and 
blackguardism. In some of his cartoons, 
Nast, with the egotism that always lurks be- 
hind such typical coarseness, has presented 
his own portrait, and it is not a pleasant affair 
to look upon or toremember. But the portrait 
of his mental condition is even worse. 
With no knowledge and _ therefore no 
appreciation of the large latitude and liberty 
of thought underlying everything American— 
a latitude and liberty that have their nucleus 
in anationality that depends upon the co- 
operation of individuals and communities 
and notupon the will of a sovereign—it is 
impossible that Mr, Nast should 
understand the people or the institutions 
among Which he has sought his fortune. 
Doubtless he could iilustrate sympathetically 
the political condition of Bavaria or some 
other German municipality where patriotism 
drowns itself in the dregs of beer, but Amer- 
ica is too large and too free for his compre- 
hension. There is no room in our politics, or 
in our caricature, or in any department of our 
growth for the development of what is sinis- 
ter, and it so happens that the fate of Nast as 
a caricaturist is not greatly different from that 
of Conkling as a politician. Both betray an 
astounding lack of sensibility in dealing 
with their fellow-men, and the 
motives of both have a sinister basis. Thus 
Mr. Conkling is scorned by a genial public, 
and Nast is gradually disappearing from the 
pages that once reeked with his hired wrath. 
With all his faults of style and temper, 
Horace Greeley was one of the most engaging 
figures of a veriod of storm and gloom. He 
was honest, earnest and incorruptible, a lover 
of his fellow-man—an American—and 
it is not necessary for any 
friend of his family to announce 
that the coarse and indecent attacks of Nast 
should have sunk deep in the hearts of his 
devoted daughters, Ida and Gabrielle; indeed, 
itis to be regretted that the avowal should 
have been made, forif it should meet the eye of 
Nast, he will no doubt regard it as merely an- 
other tribute to the vulgar impulse which he 
calls his art. What does it matter to such as 
he that a generous or a tender heart has been 
made to bleed by his coarseness, so long asghe 
receives the applause of the beer saloons? We 
may depend upon time, however, to set all 
things even. 

SOME ANIMAL STATISTICS. 

According to some tables read in the house 
of representatives last week Georgia had on 
the first day of last January 275,800 milch 
cows, worth $14.56 a head, or having a total 
value of $4,015,648.

New 
York has more cows than any other state, 
Iowa being second, Pennsylvania third, Illi- 
nois fourth, and Ohio fifth. New York has 
1,474,700 cows that are valued at $31.43 apiece, 
or $46,349,821. Theentire country owns 12,- 
611,145 cows. : 
+;Ofoxen and other cattle Georgia had at 
the beginning of the year 408,800 head, 
valued at $8.59 each, or $3,511,592. Florida 
and Mississippi are the only states that 
have lower-priced oxen than Georgia. Texas 
leads all the states in the number of cattle 
other than thilch cows. She has 3,990,800,,at 
an average price of $12.54, making a grand total 
of $50,044,632. The only other states that pos- 
sess more than a million head are Missouri, 
lowa and Illinois. The number in the coun- 
try is 20,626,140. : 

Georgia had on the first day of the year 
1,650,000 hogs, worth three dollars apiece. 
Illinois, Iowa and Missouri are the great hog 
states. The other states that have more 
than a million are North - Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Texas, Arkan- 
sas, Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, 
Kansas and Nebraska. The average value of 
hogs ranges from $2.50 in Florida to $13.72 in 
New Hampshire and $15.50 in Massachusetts. 
There are nearly 34,000,000 hogs with bristles 
in the country.

AND FALSE RUMORS SET AT REST 
AUTHORITATIVELY. 


True Situation Regarding Small-Pox in Atlanta—The 
Board of Health Sus.sins the Acouracy of Yhe 
Constitution’s Reports—What Dr. Baird 
Says With Reterenes to the Disease. 
tet 

We present below an interview with Dr. Baird, 
secretary of the board of health, which gives the 
exact situation in the city, and some truths it is 
important the public athome and abroad should 
know. Dr. Baird says: 

“I hereby make statement, over my own name, 
that THE CONSTITUTION has faithfully reported 
every case of small-pox that has occurred in the 
city of Alanta. It has done more than this, and 
has published one case that proved to be an entire- 
iy different disease, but that it has shown the fall 
compass and spread of the disease, and has pub- 
lished every single case, giving ‘the name and 
disposition, I assert most positively.’’ 

‘I will say further,’’ said Dr. Baird, ‘“‘that there 
is no city in the United States so thoroughly pro- 
tected against small-pox to-day as Atlanta. For 
months we have been vaccinating steadily, until 
now the great bulk of our people are proof against 
the disease. Thereis a considerable number of va- 
grant negroes and some few white people that we 
have not reached, but they are being run down and 
vaccinated at the rate of 2,500 per day.”’ 

‘‘How many physicians are vaccinating under 
order of the city to-day ?’? 

‘There are fourteen. Of these seven are at stations 
in various parts of the city, and there are six 
others who are going from house to house varc- 
cinating every unvaccinated person on the prem- 
ises, The fourteenth man is Dr. Martin. He 
stays et my office and when a case is reported 
goesat once to the scene. As soon as the patient 
is removed he vaccinates every person, Man, Wo- 
man and child, on the premises and in the 
neighborhood. These fourteen men are vaccinat- 
ing at the rate of two hundred per day each. I 
feel confident that at the end of ten days the 
city will be absolutely protected against the dis- 
ease and the vaccination will be thorough. As I 
said before, there is no city in America that is so 
thoroughly protected as Atlanta is to-day.”’ 

vr. Baird added: ‘“‘The excitement over the 
smail-pox outside of Atlahtais entirely disprupor- 
tionate to the facts. I have never seen anything 
more exaggerated. We have had since the first case 
Jess than sixty new cases. These are confined 
almost entirely to the lower class of negroes, there 
having been less than a half dozen whites. In New 
York, from the first day of January to the first day 
of May, there were over eight hundred cases, and 
noexcitement atall about it. We have had less 
than sixty, and yet the impression is created out- 
side of the city thatitis epidemic. The disease is 
thoroughly confined to one class, and the city is 
protected against the possibility of an epidemic.’’ 

Another leading physician, while indorsing what 
had been said by Dr. Baird, added this: 

‘Every citizen of Atlanta is donbtless anxious to 
end this trouble. The surest way todo thatis for 
each man to see that everybody connected with his 
household or his premises is vaccinated. Vaccina- 
tion isa perfectly sure protection. If a person 
should be vaccinated, and it does not take, he 
should try it again and again, week after week. If 
it does not take it gives him no inconvenience be- 
youd the mere scratching of the arm, which is 
nothing. If it does take itis proof positive that he 
was not protected before, and he should be willing 
to endure the annoyance for having found this out 
My advice, therefore. toeveryone who has nota 
fresh scar on the arm is to continue to try the vac- 
cination day after day until it has taken thor- 
onghly.’’ 


Yesterday was another quiet day in small-pox 


Circles. The usual number of rumors were run down 


but only two new oases were discovered. James 
Andrews, a negro man, was found on a vacant lot 
between Cainrand Harris streets,in the rear of the 
fourth ward, and as he showed unmistakable signs 
of smali-pox, he was sent to the hospital. Before 
his arrest he created considerable excitement by 
passing along Collins, Houston, Cain and other 
streets in that locality. Several ladies on Collins 
street sent offand bought disinfectants and made 
an.effort to guard against’ the game 
of contracting the disease y the 

timely use of disinfectants. Although he was 

loose in the streets iris not believed that he came 

in contact with any one. He livedon Lynch’s 

alley. The other case was thatof Thomas Williams, 

residing at No. 10 Wheeless al'ey. He was found 

on Luckie street and wasat once sent to the hos- 

pital. There were no deaths from the disease yes- 

terday. ‘ihe weekso far has been very quiet, and 

only ten cases have occurred since Saturday. Vac- 

cination has proceeded in a very lively manner, 

andthe uneasiness overthe situation has been 

decidedly decreased siuce last week. A free vaccina- 

tion office was opened yesterday in the fourth ward 

at the furniture factory on East Harris street. It 

will be under the charge of Dr. George W. Del- 

bridge. There is plenty of vaccine virus in the city, 

bota bovine and humanized. The board of health 

is using about a thousand points daily, besides a 

considerable amount of humanized virus. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter met Pledger, 
the colored collector of Customs, and had a short 
talk with him. Hesaid: | 

‘The city council did right to pa$s the compul- 
sory vaccination law. It should have 
been passed at an earlier stage 
of the trouble, and should now be enforced to the 
letter. All good citizens Should and will see to it 
that the people, white and black, become protected. 
Vaccination I consider a perfect preventive, and 
the only thing which can stop the sprea@ of the 
disease. Small-pox is among the colored people 
mostly. Let them, therefore, be doubly: anxious. 
You may say that Il urge them for their own good 
to get vaccinated, every one of them, at once.”’ 

Mayor English remarked yesterday: ‘Il under- 
stand that the question of quarantin- 
ing against Atlanta discussed 
in some places, rh in others 
the power is already being exercised. Whatever 
the purpose of thisis, the effect of it will be the 
same—Atlanta will be injured and nobody will be 
benefitted. Mall grows voutof the false and exag- 
gerated reports that havegone out. THE COoNSTITU- 
TION has published every case each day, and I state 
most positively that there have not been any other 
cases than those mentioned in your paper. When 
our sister cities have been visited by yellow fever 
and such diseases Atlanta has never quaran- 
tined. We threw open our gates to Savannah 
and Memphis and we have never even con- 
sidered such a thing as quarantining. Atlanta can 
now see which places are her friends and which 
will recklessly do her an irreparable injyry by 
quarantining when there is no necessity for it. 
Why caunot the people believe the officials of the 
city and the press when it is asserted most posii- 
ively that there have been only sixty Cases so far.’’ 

Inspector Veal said: ‘‘You may say to the man 
who got his ire raised because we carry the patients 
outin a cevered wagon, that there is no way for us 
to get out of the city except by way of the streets. 
We might not have to do this if we were using bal- 
loons, but we are not carrying the patients out to 
the hospital in balloons yet.”’ 

Carrie Steele, the stewardess atthe car shed re. 
marked: ‘‘Isee by the Macon paper that I am dead. 
There is no foundation for the report. J am alive. 
I have not had small-pox and have not been near 
the small-pox tat I know of. At any rate I am not 
dead.”’

SOME AFTERTHOUGHTS | 
CONNECTED WITH THE RECENT 
DUBLIM ASSASSINATIONS. 


Tne Funeral of Lord Cavendish--A Jdudge’s Encounter 
With the Assassi.s~Was the Deed Premedi- 
tated—A Letter From Michael Davitt— 
Facts and Rumors of the Day. 


Lonpon, May 11,—Lord Cavendish was 
buried at Chatsworth to-day. The order of 
the funeral procession was as fellows: 
THE HEARSE. 
The duke of Devonshire, walking alone. 
The marquis of Hartington, Lord Edward Cav- 
endish. 
Mr. Gladstone, Earl Granvile, the speaker of the 
house of commons, 
The members of the cabinet. 

Three hundred members of parliament walking 
four abreast. 

There was an inmmmense crowd presemt, the 
pumber being estimated as: high as ®,000. 
Many persons were visibly affected. The 
coffin was carried by a number of tenants of 
the duke of Devonshire. After the coffin had 
been lowered into the grave many flowers 
were thrown upon it. , One of the most con- 
spicuous features of the funeral was an 
assemblage of 5,000 tenants of the duke of 
Devonshire, father of Lord Frederick Caven- 


dish. 
THE CHIEF JUSTICE THREATENED. 

It is stated that as Rivyht Hon. Michael 
Morris, lord chief justice of the court of com- 
mon pleas, and Right Hon. Charles Barrie, 
fourth clerk of the court of the queen’s bench, 
were walking in Phoenix park on Saturday, 
a few minutes after the murders were com- 
mitted and before they knew of them, 4 
rough looking man said to the lord chief 
justice: 

“The chief and the under secretary have 
been murdered. You are the next: man 
spotted.”’ 

Justice Morris believed at the time that the 
man was a lunatic, but he has since been ab- 
sent from the court, and it is thought that he 
has gone to England. 

WHO AIMED THE BLOW? 

Whoever the murderers were of Lord Fred- 
erick and Mv. Burke,they must have been 
backed by some sort of organization—or the 
murder could hardly have been committed 
asit was. Lord Frederick had only arrived 
in Ireland on Friday night. No one in Dub- 
lin could possibly have known that he would 
be walking ih Phoenix park at7o’clock in the 
evening of the next day after going through 
with the inaugural ceremonies of his neay 
office. How, then, did the four men 
who slew him come to be so_ thor- 
oughly prepared for their work, as they evi- 
dently were? They must have been armed 
to the teeth, and on the lookout for 
Lord Frederick during the whole day, or 
they must have had scouts watching his move- 
ments by whom they were informed of his 
presence in the park in time to swoop down 
upon him and his companion and make an 
end of both before any sort of alarm could be 
given. The murders were done in a pubtic 
place and in broad daylight, and within sight 
and call of the ofticial residence of one of the 
victims. These considerations seem to forbid 
the supposition that the crime can have been 
perpetrated by isolated and irresponsible per- 
sons. It seems tu have been the determined 
act of a man who knew that Irish independ- 
ence would be more imperiled by the success 
of a policy of conciliation than by the excesses 
of a policy of coercion. 

AN IRISIE EXPRESSION, 

The United Ireland, instead of the usual 
cartoon, has a mourning border, surrounding 
the words: ‘‘In token of abhorrence, and the 
shame cast on the character of our nation for 
manliness and hospitailty by the assassina- 
tion of Lord Frederick Cavendish and under- 
secretary Burke.’’ The paper has an article 
saying: “Despair is hardly the word to de- 
scribe the first sensation with which we saw 
the prize, won by years of suffering, ship- 
wrecked in the moment of victory by a mad 
and desperate hand.” 

The article is contrasted with the one in 
last week’s issue, which denounced the Castle 
ofticials as a nest of vipers, and said the rats 
in the cellars of the castle had better beware 
of traps as the vermin were going to have a 


bad time. 
ILLUMINATIONS ABAY DONED. 


Ata meeting of the Parnell reception com- 
mittee at Cork, last evening, two ex-suspects 
being among those present, the abandonment 
of the illuminations to celebrate the release 
of the imprisoned members of parliament 
was voted without a dissenting voice. 

AN EVICTED TENANT'S SON. 

Michael Davitt, in a letter to the Standard, 
after referring Mr. Forster to his (Davitt’s) 
speech, in which he held Mr. Forster respon- 
sible before God for the conseqnences that 
would inevitably follow police’ terror 
and coercion, admits that he is a 
convicted fenian, convicted on a 
false charge sworn to by a salaried perjurer, 
and asks fair minded Englishmen to put their 
imagination in the place of the son of an 
evicted Irish tenant, and to answer whether 
it isany stigma to any Irishman that he has 
been a fenian. The people of Ireland do 
not think so. The false relations 
of the two countries have heen 
brought about by misunderstanding and mis- 
rule; asa man may be a criminal on one side 
of the [rish sea anda patriot on the other. 
If it be said that a fenian is a man who 
wishes to burn, blow up and murder, I will 
not eveh reply to that, although I 
know it to be untrue. If, in the 
hot blood of early manhood, smarting under 
the cruelties and indignities perpetrated in 
Ireland, i said: ‘‘Appeal to force us the only 
means of succeeding,’ therefore, in my 
gravest thought, in the bitter solitude of the 
felons cell, a nobler vision appeared—the 
dream of the enfranchisement and fraterniza- 
tion of the people, and of the conquering 
of hate by justice. I have suffered by their 
power, but there isin my heart to-day no 
sentiment of bitterness towards the English 
people. The gospel of the land for the eople 
is a universal gospel. In its triumph 
is involved the social regenera- 
tion of England as clearly * as 
that of Ireland. lf you would find the modus- 
vivendi between the English and the Irish, it 
iseasy.

inoffensive Englishmen, under circumstances 
which lent to the black deed every attribute 
of atrocity.”” The letter concluded as follows: 
‘‘How can I protest with effect against the 
outrages when the most brutal outrages are 
being committed in the name of the law. 
Ladies are sent to prison as persons of evil 
fame. Huts erected by ‘charity are torn 
down. Littie boys areruthiessly shot down 

by the constabulary and men of the highest 
character are still held in jail on suspicion. 
SPENCER AND TREVELYAN, 
Special dispatch to The Constitution, 

Mr. Trevelyan, the new chief secretary for 
Ireland, and Lady Spencer have arrived in 
Dublin. The former was warmly cheered by 
the populace. Lord Spencer at the last mo- 
ment decided to remain in Ireland instead of 
attending the funeral. 

THE IRISH BILL INTRODUCED.

In the house of commons this evening Sir 
William Harcourt, the home secretary, intro- 
duced a bill for the repression of crime in Ire- 
land. He characterized the prevalence of 
crime there as @ national disgrace. He said 
the time has arrived for the entire house to 
unite iu taking steps to repress it. The case 
we deplore to-day is nota solitary one, The 
crime isa plague spot on Ireland, and I believe 
the Iris people desire its removal. It springs 
from secret societies and must be extirpated. 
The mainspring of the crime isthe expecta- 
tion of immunity which is only too well 
founded. The government has, therefore,

act. The operation of the bill is limited to 
three years. Sir William: Harcourt said the 
bill placed almost un)}iewiterl authority im the 
hands of the lord lieufsnent, and concluded 
by stating that this neaswre wou!d shostly be 
followed by one dealing with the arrears of 
rent.

The prospects of our market have not materially 
aitered of late, the American crop will, apparently, 
not vary much from 5,400,000; something will, of 
course, depend upon the amount of new cotton re- 
ceived in August. The wonderful thing is, that in 
spite of a decrease of 1,200,090 bales in the crop, the 
visible supply for the world is only 95,000 bales be- 
low last year, while that for England is 161,000 bales 


more; both English and continental spinners 
are also believed to hold larger-stocks than last 
year. The principal cause of this unexpected re- 
suitis, of course, the extraordinary crop of wes- 
tern India ;it now seems probable that Bombay will 
ship 400,000 bales more than ‘last year, up to the 
monsoon, aud as there Was also a considerable in- 
crease in the after monsoon shipments of last year, 
Europe will receive at least half a million bales 
more East India cotton in the twelve months end- 
ing 1st October, than in the previous year. 

This large surplus has undoubtedly staved offan 
extreme scarcity in theautumn. At one time it 
seemed doubtful whether the trade would go 
la:gely upon Surats in place of American, but that 
doubt is now atan end; +pinners are buying and 
using Surats very freely, the excellence of the crop 
aud the poor style and high price of low American, 
combine to drive them in that direction, and itis 
clear that American cottou will be relieved from 
much of the demand that would otherwise have 
come uponit. Weare, therefore of opinion, that 
there is no real danger of scarcity this autumn, 
not even of American cotton. and we see no indi- 
cations, dbus far,of a ‘“‘corner' being attempted.

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D. E. ARDIS COMMITS SUICIDE IN 
LOUISVILLE, 


—_—_- 


A Physics! Disorder Results in a Mental Disarrahge- 
ment Which Bndgin Death—How the Suicide 
Baffied the Waichers and Putan End to 
His Own Life by a Pistol Shot. 


Below is published an article from the 
Louisville Courier-Journal detailing the sui- 
cide of Mr. D. E. Ardis, a farmer who has 
for sometime been living on the Peachtree 
road, near Atlanta, but who last week went 
to Louisville to attend to some matters of 
business, and expected to return at*an early 
day. Mr. Ardis has a brother residing at 
52 McDonough street, Mr. P. L. Ardis, and 
a telegram having reached him Wednesday 
announcing the death of the unfortunate 
man he left immediately for Louisville and 
will return with the remains, which 
will be interred at Marietta, the old home of 
Mr. Ardis. The suicide was about forty years 
old and was physically deranged to such an 
extent that his mind was impaired. An ac- 
quaintance of his said yesterday, to a Con- 
STITUTION reporter: 

“The suicide is a sad and unfortunate affair. 
In the Courier-Journal’s account it is inti- 
mated that there is a lady in the case. There 
is no ground for anything of the sort. Mr. 
Ardis was forty years old and a bachelor, but 
has paid attentions to no lady, that I know 
of, for years. The reference which he makes, 
in the letter he left, to ‘the malignity of 
man,’’ has no significance whatever, and only 
grew out ofa diseased mind.”’ 

‘he Courier-Journal of the 10th publishes 
the details of the suicide, as follows: | 

The Tragedy Deac. ibed. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal, May 10. 

One of the strangest suicides that have oc- 
curred in this city for some years took place 
at Rufer’s hotel about a quarter to 9 o'clock 
lastevening. On May 4 astranger came to 
the hoteland registered ina good, round, 
commercial hand the name of D. E. Ardis, 
Atlanta, Ga. The stranger was of medium 
height, with dark hair, and considerably 
bald. He was about forty. His voice 
was low, his demeanor modest and his 
manners those of arefined and educated man, 
He was assigned to room No. 14 on the third 
floor of the hotel, and he kept his apart- 
ments for several days. He complained of 
being sick, and as his behavior was that of 
an invalid, Colonel Rufer felt some solici- 
tude as to his guest’s well being. After 
considerable urging, Ardis at Jast.consented 
to have a physician called, and Dr. Berry 
was summoned. This was Sunday. Ardis 
told the doctor that he had kidney disease, 
and was also 

SUFFERING FROM MENTAL DEPRESSION, 

His conversation was, however, perfectly 
rational, and nothing serious was thought of 
hiscondition. A short time after the doctor 
first saw Ardis he began to showsigns of men- 
tal disarrangement. He seemed to imagine 
that he had left Atlanta to escape persecution 
of some sort, and the indefinable dread that 
he felt created considerable uneasiness in his 
mind. He was.not a perfectly temperate man 
in his habits, though he devoted most of his 
time either to reading and writing, and to a 
fragmentary sort of conversation with those 
about the office of the hotel. In one of 
these conversations he stated that one of the 
things that gave rise to his melancholy was 
the fact that various ladies ot his acquaintance 
had made fun*of his bald head, and had other- 
wise treated him to a sort of indignity. Mon- 
day he drank some chempagne and began to 
show signs of serious mental troubles. In the 
midst of perfectly rationa! conversations on 
the most commonplace subjects, he would 
suddenly break out and say: ‘‘There it is; 
don’t you see it? That is what is _perse- 
cuting me.’ This tendency to delirium 
was somewhat diminished by the use of seda- 
tives which the doctor prescribed, but the 
man’s condition continued to grow worse. 
On Monday evening about 7:30 o'clock the 
man’s condition had become so serious that 
Dr. Berry telegraphed to Ardis’s brether, P. 
L. Ardis, No. 52 McDonough street, Atlanta. 
All that night the patient exhibited consid- 
erable nervousness and was more or less deli- 
rious. 

HE SEEMED 10 CONTEMPLATE SUICIDE 
as an end to his troubles, and once during the 
evening asked one of the bell-boys of the 
hotel, who was watching with hima, to open 
the window and leave the room so that he 
could jump out and break his neck. 

He also inquired the way to the river,at the 
Same time saying that if this persecution did 
not cease he would go down and drown him- 
self. The night wore away, and yesterday 
morning he seemed much better. When Dr. 
Berry left Ardis, at about 9 o’clock, he was 
quite bright, though he told the doctor that 

Se sure and return in the evening, 
which the doctor promised to do. 

Ardis spent most of yesterday in his room, 
and occupied his time with reading the Bible 
and writing a letter, over which he spent 
considerable time. About 7 o’clock last 
evening Martin McAllister, one of the hotel 
waiters, went up to sit with Ardis. He stayed 
in the room about an hour and a half, and 
during that time Ardis took a bath put on 
a clean shirt and changed his clothing, 
He then sat down and commenced to 
read his Bible again, scanning it very care- 
fully as though looking for something. It 
was nearly half-past 8 when he turned to 
McAllister and asked him to go down and see 
if the doctor had come. The latter did as he 
was requested, and, finding that he had not 
arrived, went to hisotlice. McAllister thinks 
that he was gone about fifteen minutes. He 
found that the doctor was not at home, and 
returned and told Mr. Ardis so. He re- 
plied: ‘Very well; 1 am much obMged; 
that is all you can do for me now, Martin.”’ 
The waiter then came down stairs to 
the office, and told the clerk that he 
thought Mr. Ardis ought to have a nurse to

McAllister closed the door and hurried down 
tairs, and the rumour of the suicide soon 
spread in.all directions.
